But the sober- 
rninded average American will 
wish us well out of China. 
The United States has no busi­ 
ness in China. We have none but 
an outsider’s casual interest in 
the warfare of the Far East. Un­ 
questionably American financial 
interests will be ruined by the

forces of Japan and China. But 
dne of the reasons for our entry 
i*)to the last war was defense 
of large financial investments in 
Europe. America certainly has 
no interest in being led to an ­ 
other slaughter for any such in­ 
sufficient reason. 
Certainly 
every one 
deplores 
bloodshed to American citizens 
an d particularly to the sailors 
who are in China aiding their 
country men. But let us hope that 
no such incident in foreign terri­ 
tory is enough to drag an un ­ 
willing American people into the 
the affairs of war-torn Asia.

One of these sprays, 
picric acid, notable in wartime 
explosives, was tried on hum an 
beings in Alabama last summer. 
The experim ent showed tha t a 
laym an cannot well protect him ­ 
self by spraying with an atom iz- 
, er. Medical skill was needed to 
place the spray in exactly the 
right spot. More effective sprays 
were also sought and this the 


Californians report they have 
apparently discovered. 
The new spray is zinc 
sul­ 
phate. It is fam iliar as an eye 
wash. But for infantile paralysis 
prevention it is given in a con­ 
centration painful unless a local 
anesthetic is used. The Californ­ 
ians, E. W. Schultz, M. D., and 
L. P. G ebhardt, report they have 
now found an anesthetic, ponto- 
caine, which does not harm the 
spray. 
The picric acid used last sum ­ 
mer they found to afford con­ 
tinued protection for a m onth 
after spraying. But the zinc sul­ 
phate on rhesus monkeys has re­ 
m ained effective two and some­ 
times three m onths. 
“The rem arkable protection,” 
they report, “in anim als suggests 
the desirability of carrying the 
investigation over to man.

Its generating 
capacity increased 29 times and its ou tpu t 32 
times. And where, in 19 02, hou sehold power cost 
an av erage of 16 cents per kilowatt hou r, it to­ 
day costs less than 5 cents. Similar redu ctions 
hav e been made in the cost of power to large 
indu strial u sers. 
Cheaper power has fou nd its reflection in tre­ 
mendou s increases in v olu me u sed by all classes 
of consu mers. Where there were bu t 3 million 
wired homes in America in 19 12, there were more 
than 21 million in 19 35. Where the av erage home 
u sed bu t 26 4 kilowatt hou rs in 19 13, it u sed 6 73 
in 19 35. Where the per capita u se of electricity 
was 30 kilowatt hou rs in 19 02, it was 734 in 19 35. 
Equ ally remarkable has been the progress made 
in distribu ting power to farms. Ju st a few y ears 
ago, in 19 23, only 177,000 farms had central sta­ 
tion power serv ice. In 19 35 almost 800,000 farms 
were on. the lines. 
More power and cheaper power has bettered 
ou r liv ing standards, increased the av erage 
worker’s produ ctiv ity and earnings, made less ar­ 
du ou s and more profitable the tasks of agricu l­ 
tu re.

proaching or perhaps hav ing 
passed the thirty -sev en billion 
dollar mark, we are beginning to 
hear something abou t balancing 
the national bu dget. By the mid­ 
dle of Au gu st the cu rrent deficit 
had piled u p to more than $279 ,- 
000,000 and we seemed to be off 
toward another record—a record 
which will not giv e u s pride bu t 
may afford u s a great deal of 
u neasiness. 
President Roosev elt, according 
to Washington Correspondents, is 
once more talking with Treasu ry 
officials 
abdu t 
balancing the 
bu dget, and some of the officials 
are au thority for the statement 
that the prospects of balancing 
it once more appear bright. 
They predicate this belief on 
the assu mption that 
bu siness 
will continu e to improv e and 
that there will be no more ex tra­ 
ordinary ex penditu res. They ex ­ 
pect also there may be a lu ll of 
the inflow of gold, which has

fact that the sale of

bonds” is increasing. 
From all this it can be ascer­ 
tained that the prospect for a 
balanced bu dget contains a great 
many “ifs.” In the first place, 
there is no assu rance that the 
rise in tax es throu gh an accel­ 
eration in bu siness will continu e 
to produ ce the rev enu e antici­ 
pated. As a m atter of fact, it is 
the increase in ou r national debt 
and the failu re to cu rtail it that 
may prov e a prime factor in u n­ 
settling bu siness. 
It may be that there will be no 
increase in ex traordinary ex pen­ 
ditu res bu t as the biennial elec­ 
tion y ear of 19 38 approaches, 
there will be a greater and more 
pressing demand from New Deal 
congressmen, 
seeking 
re-elec­ 
tion, for gov rnment money to be 
u sed for pu blic works and relief 
in their particu lar districts. This 
will make the cu rtailing of ex ­ 
penditu res for “relief” all the 
more difficu lt. There is also a 
joker, of cou rse, in the sale of 
baby bonds, so far as real bu dget 
balancing is concerned. In sell­ 
ing these bonds the gov ernment 
is not increasing its rev enu es bu t 
is simply borrowing more long 
term money . These bonds are 
ev idences of indebtedness. All 
they do is to postpone the ev il 
day when the money mu st be re­ 
paid. Any body who can v isu alize 
any improv ement in federal fi­ 
nances from an increase in the 
receipts from baby bonds is in­ 
deed an optimist. 
As a m atter of fact, the pro­ 
posals to balance the bu dget of 
the nation at this time u nfor­ 
tu nately cannot be taken too 
seriou sly .

Just 
a peek at the standings will tell 
you his record, like Babe R uth’s

With his speed and youth, he 
may still become the sensation 
of his baseball generation, but 
up to now he seems well on the 
way to going down as the biggest 
bust since Fred Merkle detoured 
from first to third. 
For all the good he’s done the 
Cleveland Indianas this year, 
he might just as well have been 
back on the farm, and for all the 
class he’s shown to w arrant the 
book full of headlines they gave 
him, he might as well have been 
a butcher in Bangkok. 
And it’s all because Master 
Bobby, game by game, is living 
up to baseball’s be whiskered old 
saw, ‘every walk means a run.” 
Overlooking for the moment 
the fact that the Cub’s worries 
have been momentarily side­ 
tracked by a four-game lead in 
the National league race, take 
a look over Feller’s figures for 
the season.

He’s been in 15 games for 79 
innings, has allowed 61 hits, giv­ 
en up 65 bases on balls, and 
fanned 69. 
Steering th at course, which 
resembles nothing' so much as 
the zigzagging of a streak of 
lightning on the loose, Feller has 
come close to allowing two men 
oif base for each inning he’s 
pitchsd and for each batter he’s 
fanned. His 69 strikeouts in 79 
innings show th at he’s really 
“got something there” in that 
snowball of his, but on the other 
hand 126 batters have jogged to 


first against him over the same 
stretch. 
His inability to get his pitches 
within mailing distance of home 
plate was never so obvious as 
yesterday. Although he allowed 
only two hits in the five innings 
he worked, he walked seven in 
two frames, five of them in a 
row, which does not exactly 
come under the head of control. 
As a result, the White Sox 
socked him and the Indians, 5-2, 
in the first game of a double- 
header. The Tribe came through, 
3-2, in the second, but by that 
time the record books showed 
Feller’s fifth defeat against three 
wins for the year, with one of 
the season’s queerest perform­ 
ances. 
Meantime, the Chicago Cubs, 
who were supposed to be falling 
apart, rolled along to a twin win 
over the Reds, 4-1 and 5-2. Since 
the Giants doubleheader with 
the Phillies was rained out, the 
Cubs rested on a four-game 
lead as they headed east to 
tangle with their arch-rivals. 
The Cardinals came back and 
took the Pirates for a double 
“buggy ride,” 12-0 and 9 -7. Diz­ 
zy Dean won his first victory 
since July 4 and hit his first 
homer of the year in the night­ 
cap. The Dodgers beat the Bees, 
5-1, in six inningss before rain 
ended their scheduled double- 
header. 
Joe Dimaggio belted homer No.

SHANGHAI’S NOON DAY 
RUSH INTERRUPTED 
WITH HEAVY BOMBING

Nanking road that killed thou s­ 
ands of civ ilians. 
New death and destru ction 
was brou ght to the heart of 
Shanghai as the Chinese and 
Japanese armies locked in its 
borders waged war with renewed 
fu ry . 
Japanese claimed more than 
50,000 reinforcements for their 
harried troops had been landed 
in the rear of the Chinese army 
-at Woosu ng, 12 miles to the 
north, while their warships lin­ 
ing the Yangtze riv er hammered 
at the Chinese fortifications. 
The sou nd of the artillery du el 
rev erberated 
monot o n o u s 1 y 
throu ghou t 
the day . 
It was 
Shanghai’s 11th day of harrow­ 
ing war and the northern and 
eastern sections of the city as 
well as the rich indu strial su bu rb 
of Pootu ng across the 'Whangpoo 
riv er were in flames. 
So fierce were the raging fires 
that all land operations in the 
fringes of the city were v irtu ally 
su spended. Troops were driv en 
from 
their positions 
by the 
flames. 
The ex ploding shell 
stru ck 
Nanking road abou t a mile from 
the famou s Shanghai bu nd off 
which the United States cru iser 
Au gu sta and other foreign war­ 
ships are anchored. One seaman 
was killed Friday and 17 were 
wou nded when a shell stru ck the 
Au gu sta. A nav al board of in­ 
qu iry today sent its findings, fix ­ 
ing responsibility for the shelling 
of the Au gu sta, to the chief of 
nav al operations in Washington. 
Nav al officials declined to say 
whether China or Japan had 
been fou nd responsible bu t as­ 
serted there had been “no hostile 
intent” in the shelling. 
The sou rce of the projectile 
that brou ght the war to Shang­ 
hai’s main thorou ghfare was a 
complete my stery . It cou ld hav e 
come from either Chinese or 
Japanese gu ns as both are so im- 
placed along the Whangpoo’s 
banks that, by an u nu su al twist 
of the range finders, the batter­ 
ies of either cou ld hav e landed 
a shell in the International Set­ 
tlement.

WILL SUFFER UNDER 
NEW m REGULATIONS

Treasu ry officials predicted to­ 
day the new tax law aimed at 
closing rev enu e loopholes will 
bring dissolu tion of hu ndreds of 
personal holding companies. 
The 
measu re, 
approv ed 
by 
congress 
last 
week, 
imposes 
heav y su rtax es on personal hold­ 
ing companies which the treas­ 
u ry contends hav e been u sed by 
wealthy persons to av oid tax es. 
The new su rtax es range from 
6 5 per cent on u ndistribu ted net 
income of less than $2,000 to 75 
per cent on income ov er this 
figu re. The lev ies formerly be­ 
gan at 8 per cent on income of 
less than $2,000 and increased to 
48 per cent on income ov er $1,- 
000,000. 
Officials said the new “pres­ 
su re 
rates” 
u ndou btedly 
will 
force many indiv idu als to dis­ 
solv e 
their 
personal 
holding 
companies. By so doing, it was 
ex plained, these persons will re­ 
ceiv e their income directly and 
in many cases will make tax sav ­ 
ings by pay ing the lev ies on in­ 
div idu al incomes. 
The new law also lev ies in­ 
creased tax es on Americans hav ­ 
ing foreign holding companies, 
and au thorities said it was prob­ 
able that few of these will be 
formed in the fu tu re. 
The law requ ires owners of 
foreign personal holding com­ 
panies to file monthly reports 
with the treasu ry giv ing data on 
the companies’ operations. Fines 
and jail sentences may be im­ 
posed for failu re to comply . In 
addition, all persons helping to 
form foreign holding 
co rpo ra­ 
tions mu st report their activ ities. 
Officials said the law can be ad­ 
ministered with ex isting ma­ 
chinery in the internal rev enu e 
bu reau 
and 
will 
entail 
few 
changes in the present tax col­ 
lection sy stem. 
It applies to 19 37 inco mes, and 
its 
rev enue-pro ducing 
po wer 
thus will be demo nstrated o n the 
inco me tax deadline neftt March 
15. Officials hav e estimated it 
will increase co llectio ns by mo re 
than $100,000,000.

At 10 a. m. Ju ne 21, 19 19 , the 
German high fleet, “interned” 
on the waters of Scapa Flow, 
sou th of the Orkney islands, 
plu nged u nder the wav es with 
battle flags fly ing. 
The ships, su rrendered at the 
close of the World war, had been 
scu ttled by their crews to pre­ 
v ent them from falling into al­ 
lied hands. 
This and the Treaty o£ Ver­ 
sailles marked the end, seem­ 
ingly , of Germany ’s seapower, 
which had threatened Britain’s 
mastery of the seas. 
Yet on May 31 this y ear the 
bombardment of the Spanish 
port of Almeria by fiv e German 
warships drov e home to a start­ 
led world that the Third Reich 
had once more lau nched itself 
as a seapower to be reckoned 
with. 
j 
How was this possible? By a 
combination of bold diplomacy 
and bold technical innov ations. 
The peace treaty doomed any 
new German nav y to a minor 
role by fix ing the max imu m 
strength of the Qerman fleet at 
six small battleships, six cru isers, 
12 destroy ers, 12 torpedo boats 
and no su bmarines. Su bmarines, 
from 19 14 to 19 18, had almost 
tu rned the tide of warfare in 
fav or of Germany and her allies. 
Bu t Hitler’s rise to power 
brou ght with it the scrapping of 
arms limitations imposed u pon 
Germany . The start of the 19 37 
world nav al race fou nd Germany 
with 59 warships, aggregating 
128,382 tons, and bu ilding, or 
hav ing appropriated for, 38 ships 
of 19 5,36 6 tons, inclu ding two 
35,000 ton battleships, two air­ 
craft carriers, three cru isers, fou r 
destroy ers, 12 torpedo boats and 
14 su bmarines. 
Bu t ev en before the adv ent of 
the nazis, Germany had sou ght, 
and fou nd, a method of circu m­ 
v enting the restrictions of the 
peace treaties as regards nav al 
armament. In 19 32 was lau nched 
the first powerfu l “v est-pocket'* 
battleship, the “Deu tschland,” 
with 10.000 ton displacement and 
six 11-inch gu ns. It was a swift, 
floating fortress commanding re­ 
spect. Two sister ships followed, 
the “Admiral Scheer” and the 
“Graf Spee.” Their lau nching 
created a profou nd effect in 
Eu ropean nav al circles, particu ­ 
larly French. Barred from lay ing 
down the keels of heav ier v es­ 
sels, Germany had designed and 
bu ilt ships of the line that po­ 
tentially cou ld hold their own 
against men o’ war three times 
their weight. 
This she did by u sing ev ery 
possible weight-sav ing dev ice. For 
instance, by welding instead of 
riv eting the parts, she cu t 500 
tons from 
a 
pocket cru iser’s 
weight. 
In 19 35 first repo rts that the 
Reich was co nstructing subma­ 
rines, in defiance o f treaty re­ 
strictio ns, 
inspired 
ho pe 
in 
France that Hitler’s nav al re­ 
armament po licy wo uld “ awak­ 
en” Britain to the new German 
sea threat. French nav al ex perts 
po inted o ut, as well, that France’s 
mo bilizatio n in case o f war wo uld 
be “ serio usly menaced” if Ger­ 
man demands fo r nav al parity 
with France were met. 
The British answer was an 
Anglo -German nav al limitatio ns 
pact, co ncluded in J une, 1935. 


The agreement permits Germany 
to maintain a nav y a t 35 per cent 
of the British sea strength, the 
ratio apply ing in general 
to 
each category of sea armament.

Crawford, chairman. 
Projects on which bids are to 
be receiv ed hav e an estimated 
cost of $6 30,500, part of which 
will be paid from federal-aid 
fu nds and the Remainder from 
state fu nds. Three grade sepa­ 
rations inclu ded in the letting 
are a part of the 19 38 program 
being financed with special fed­ 
eral fu nds allocated to Indiana 
for this ty pe of constru ction. 
The grade separations are: on 
Road 21 ov er the C. & O. rail­ 
road, sou theast of Richmond; 
on Road 13 ov er the Erie rail­ 
road, sou th of North Manches­ 
ter, and on Road 27 ov er the

place an ex isting, narrow stru c­ 
tu re and will mean increased 
safety for motorists u sing these 
highway s. 
Other projects on which bids 
are to be opened Tu esday in­ 
clu de: pav ing of gaps and re­ 
locations on Road 30, northwest 
from Colu mbia City ; 
grading 
and su rfacing on Road 6 2 north­ 
east of Leav enworth; widening 
and sewer constru ction on Road 
6 6 at Ev ansv ille; drainage work 
on Road 135 sou th of Morgan­ 
town; a bridge on Road 27 ov er 
Hannah Creek and a bridge on 
Road 26 ov er Honey Creek at 
Ru ssiav ille. 
Work proposed in this letting 
is a continu ation of the State 
Highway Commission’s genera 
program for modernization of 
the state sy stem and the elim­ 
ination of traffic hazards for 
the greater safety of motorists.

on steep 
M aryland 
avenu e, looking stolidly ou t over 
a carb arn, lines of railroad hid­ 
ing the Alleghany river, a b rew­ 
ery—the u su al mill town smoke 
over all. 
The m u rals are b y M aximilian 
Vanka, a Croat like the parish­ 
ioners of F ather Alb ert Zagara, 
whose idea 
the m u rals 
were. 
Friend of Lou ise Adamic 
and 
hu sb and of M argaret S tetten of 
New York, Vanka spent only two 
m onths on the 
job . 
Bu t 
he 
worked u p to 1 8 hou rs a day . 
The nine panels in the set are 
modern in the sense tha t they 
are painted simply, literally and 
w ithou t m u ch concession to the 
m inor 
conventions 
of 
chu rch 
paintings. 
The colors are m agnificent and 
typical of the Balkans—the b lu es 
are frank, ou tspoken b lu es, and 
when Vanka has u sed red it is 
an honest red. 
This b rightness 
is comb ined with a cu riou sly im ­ 
m acu late qu ality which is partly 
the resu lt of color choices, and 
partly of elim inating su perflu ou s 
detail. 
F ather Zagara, prou d of his 
share in a notab le u ndertaking, 
readily leaves his littered desk 
in the fram e rectory next door 
to explain things. 
He is especially fond of the 
M adonna and Child over the b ig 
altar. The Virgin, in her alm ost 
b arb aric red gown and vivid b lu e 
rob e, b oth wearing b lu e crowns. 
He 
walks 
rapidly 
ab ou t 
the 
chu rch, scru pu lou sly m aking his 
ob esiances a t each opportu nity. 
“See,” he says, “the little Je­ 
su s and She—they follow you 
wherever you go.” 
F ather Zagara is short 
and 
thin and his rather b u shy hair 
grows b ack on his head. 
He 
smokes a good m any cigarettes, 
which b reak and scatter tob acco 
over his Franciscan garb . 
He thou ght his people needed 
b eau ty, and b efore the 
m ort­ 
gage was wholly lifted from the 
chu rch, he gave them b eau ty. 
There is enou gh of the zealot in 
his appearance to explain why he 
did it. 
One of his artistic friends has 


to ld him the murals are wo rth 
$25,000. 
“We didn’t pay so much,” he 
said, his eyes atw inkle. 
The practical has its place in 
F athar B agara’s scheme.

Below these and directly in 
front of the chu rch, there is a 
homely little vegetab le garden.

ing. Take tha t from M. C. Black­ 
man, an expert. 
Blackm an is the organizer and 
crusading executive secretary of 
The Society for the Booing of 
Commercial Advertisements 
in 
Motion Picture Theatres. 
Members attend theatres 
en 
masse—and th a t’s where 
the 
technique comes in. 
“The art of gentle booing in 
motion picture theatres, requires 
a different technique from the 
art of raucous booing, such as 
the 
mass 
lung-exhausts 
tha t 
brighten t{ie lives of umpires,” 
explains Blackman, a 
profes­ 
sional writer. 
“At a baseball game, where the 
show is strictly visual and the 
dramatic development is spas­ 
modic, the only way you can be 
conspicuous is by sitting 
per­ 
fectly still and reading an old 


copy of the Congressional Rec­ 
ord. You can boo until you dis­ 
locate your ears and strip your 
teeth, and nobody will notice 
you. 
“But in the theatre, where the 
actors must be heard as well as 
seen and the dramatic develop­ 
ment is continuous, you become 
conspicuous if you cross 
your 
legs more than twice in one per­ 
formance. 
“Here the booing must be per­ 
formed gently, subtly and with 
perfect timing. 
“The most difficult of all such 
manifestations of displeasure is 
solo booing. Tha t is the true test 
of a bona fide movie-ad booer’s 
courage, determination, skill a t 
dissembling and control of the 
vocal chords. 
“The amateur solo booer 
is 
likely a t first to make the mis­ 
take of trying to conceal his boo 
behind a hand discreetly cup­ 
ping the mouth. The combina­ 
tion of movement and sound is
